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First Day Dates For Entire Famous 


Americans Series Announced 


On Thursday, Dec. 14, Postmaster 
General Farley announced the complete 
list of first day dates for the 35 Famous 
Americans stamps. The first two stamps 
will be issued on January 29, the lc and 
2c Authors. Despite movements to have 
several of the first day cities changed in 
favor of others, only one change was 
made from previous selections, that of 
the 5c MacDowell which is shifted to 
Peterborough, N. H., from New York 
City. At Peterborough the composer’s 
widow, Mrs. Marion Nevin MacDowell, 
lives in the MacDowell colony of com- 
posers, painters, sculptors and writers. 

The first day dates have been spread 
over a much longer period than had been 
expected, as previous plans had been to 
get out a set each month. Just why the 
list in its entirety is made public at this 
time is not explained, particularly as 
collectors are requested by the Depart- 
ment not to send covers to the first day 
offices more than 30 days in advance of 
the first day date. Many collectors have 
expresed impatience and some have been 
ready to send their covers for weeks, 
though no need for haste was apparent. 
Linprint will mail to all who ordered its 
envelopes the balance of the series the 
early part of January. 

The new stamps will be a little wider 
and taller than the Presidentials, being 
85/100 by 98/100 inches in size as 
against the Presidentials being 75/100 by 
87/100. They are to be printed from 
280-subject electric eye convertible plates 
and issued at post offices in sheets of 
70 stamps. All are to be rotary press 
printed, and all designs vertically ar- 
ranged. Shades selected for the colors 
were not stated it being simply an- 
nounced the 1c would be green, 2c red, 
3c purple, 5c blue and 10c brown. 

The announced intention of issuing the 
seven groups in their alphabetical order 
has been changed it will be noted, with 
no attention paid to that; but the de- 
Nominations are in the order announced 
before, i. e. the order of earliest birth of 
each person in a group.

Famous American Authors 


RALPH WALDO EMERSON 


Emerson ranks as probably the greatest essayist in 
American history. He was also a poet of considerable 
ability, but because he: wrote poems only at intervals 
and concentrated his efforts on his essays, his selection 
for inclusion in the authors series is explained. Ralph 
Waldo Emerson was born at Boston, Mass., May 25, 
1803, his father being a minister. Emerson studied for 
the ministry and though ordained in 1829 left that oc- 
cupation in 1832 because of theological differences. He 
remained a popular lecturer for some forty years, though 
oddly his opinions expressed were usually at variance 
with those of his audience. The lofty ethical principles 
and the exhortations for individual freedom of thought 
in religious matters reached a climax in 1838 when he 
addresed the students at the Divinity School at Harvard 
in this vein. The controversy resulting among other 
things in his being persona non grata at Harvard for about 30 years. He never 
argued in these situations, contenting himself with stating his opinion and leaving 
further discussion to others. Critics have claimed his idealistic attitude, and his 
refusal to enter into reasonable thinking, retarded America in the growth of the 
latter. All admit that his effect was in general wholesome. As a poet he is recalled 
for some of the best ever produced in America, on a surprising variety of subjects. 
His “Concord Hymn” written for the 50th anniversary of the Battle of Concord 
is most famous and a portion of it is included in the design of the 1925 5c Lexington- 
Concord stamp, the only poetry or indeed quotation from an American author 
found on U. S. stamps. Many of the sayings of Emerson are still household 
proverbs, though most folk using them do not realize it. In the seventies his 
memory began to fail him, and the great writer had to read his speeches. It is 
related that he would forget the name for such things as forks and have to motion 
with his hands to indicate his desires. He died April 27, 1882, at Concord of 
pneumonia.

These are 280 subject rotary 
press plates equipped with Electric Eye 
Convertible markings so that they can 
be perforated on either old or new style 
perforating machines. The numbers are 
as follows:

Only four plates not previously re- 
ported as sent to press were sent to press 
during November. These were 6c air 
mail center plates, 50 subjects flat plate, 
Nos. 22197-98-99-200. 

More Presidential plates have been 
changed from Electric Eye to Electric 
Eye Convertible plates by the addition 
of the slight markings necessary in the 
margins. These include the following 
plates for sheet stamps all of which had 
been to press prior to the change except 
the four 50c Taft, so the sheets from 
these plates can be found (after they are 
again sent to press) with both types of 
sheet margins. The plates changed are:

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Stamps In The News 


Falklands Memorial 





The naval fight between the German 
pocket battleship Admiral Count Spee 
and several British cruisers on Dec. 12 
brings back to headlines a name which 
last made headlines just 25 years ago. 
Two stamps of the Falkland Islands de- 
pict the monument unveiled there in 
1927 as a memorial to the great naval 
battle fought off Port Stanley on Dec. 8, 
1914, when Admiral Von Spee and all 
but one of his ships went to the bottom 
of the sea with 2600 of their crews. The 
battle memorial is depicted on the 2 
shilling, 6 pence of the Falklands Cen- 





tenary series of 1933 and again on the 
2d of the current George VI issue. It 
was probably no accident that the ship 
bearing the name of lost Vice-Admiral 
was the one to cruise the South Atlantic 
in search of shipping. Before the battle 
off Uruguay the raider had sunk numer- 
ous allied vessels and at opening of the 
battle was closing in on a French pas- 
senger ship. 

The battle the Memorial stamps recall 
was a peculiar one in naval history. On 
Nov. 1, 1914, Von Spee’s fleet had sunk 
all except two ships of a British fleet off 
the Chilean coast and was approaching 
Port Stanley about 8 A.M. of the morn- 
ing of Dec. 8, when sighted. Unknown 
to the German commander was the pres- 
ence of a British fleet in the harbor, 
coaling up for a search for the German, 
yet hidden by a neck of land. The battle 
opened more than an hour later when 
one British ship fired across the inter- 
vening land, and the Germans turned 
and raced off toward the southeast with 
the British vessels pursuing. At 1 P.M. 
the battle started again when they caught 
up with the fleeing vessels. It was several 
hours before shots began to take effect, 
but between 4 and 9 P.M. two German 
heavy armored cruisers and two light 
cruisers were sunk; a third light cruiser 
escaping in the darkness. No British 
vessels were lost. The battle was of great 
importance to the allies as this had been 
the only German fleet at large, though 
single raiders were still numerous. The 
spectacular scuttling of Von Spee’s name- 
sake on December 17, in the Plata River 
ends one of the most dramatic events of 
thé second world war.

Stamps for Holidays 





The Post Office Department in pre- 
paring for the largest holiday business 
it has ever had, based on forecasts by 
departmental experts, issued to postmas- 
ters a total of 3,715,375,924 extra stamps. 
Of this number, 694,412,900 were Ic; 
747,407,900 were 1c; 672,615,500 were 
2c; and 1,156,284,000 were 3c. The re- 
mainder were in 1c and higher values.

Danish First Day 


On Nov. 11 the Danish postal service 
issued the new Red Cross series of two 
stamps at all post offices, being probably 
the first time the service has pre-arrang- 
ed for a definite first day of issue. Us- 
ually stamps are issued when ready, 
with no publicity or attempt to start 
selling them on any particular day. Carl 
L. Bryan of Horsens sends first day cov- 
ers bearing what is probably also the 
first Danish first day cachet, a privately 
prepared linoleum cut with wording 
“FORSTE DAGS KUVERT” in a large 
circle in black and large red cross in 
center.

Pan-American Union Issues 





Six countries of the Pan-American 
Union ‘have already announced their 
intention to issue stamps in 1940 to com- 
memorate the 50th anniversary of the 
Union. Uruguay has already issued a 
series in honor of its délegation to the 
first conference in 1889. Honduras’ is- 
sue will be a souvenir sheet containing 
four stamps of different designs, now 
in course of preparation by the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Co. The five other 
countries planning 1940 issues are Chile, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, and Dominican Re- 
public. All 21 American republics are 
members of the Union. The celebration 
is not expected to get fully under way 
until spring as the actual anniversary, 
ecelbrated annually as “Pan-American 
Day” in the member countries, is April

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Origin of Christmas Seals 





The story of the origin of Christmas 
seals by the Danish Postal clerk Einar 
Holboll has been told before, but not 
so often has the original reception of the 
proposal to issue them been recorded. 
A Montreal, Canada, newspaper in 1904 
had this to say: “A philanthropic scheme 
which has received general approval has 
just been devised by M. Holboll, a Dan- 
ish postal official. He called attention 
to the immense number of Christmas 
and New Year cards which passed 
through the post office—they totalled 





over 3,000,000 last year and suggested 
the senders should in each case affix a 
special farthing (44 penny) stamp over 
and above the regular postage. This 
would realize some $25,000 which could 
be utilized for the foundation of a tu- 
berculosis hospital for children. Thus at 
infinitesimal cost the senders of these 
greetings of peace on earth, in the name 
of the child Christ, could show their 
sincerity, and at the same time help the 
most helpless class in the community. 
The idea met with hearty assent, the 
King suggesting as an addition to the 
scheme, that the special stamps should 
bear the portrait of the late Queen 
Louise. The scheme is therefore to be 
carried out this year in Denmark, and 
Sweden promises to adopt it also.” 

The first seal, picturing the late queen 
appeared that year, first of the hundreds 
of Christmas Seals since issued for like 
purposes throughout the world.

"In Defense of America" 





These days when the American re- 
publics are united in their efforts to pre- 
vent the European war from spreading 
to American waters an earlier concerted 
effort to keep Europe out is recalled by 
a current 20 centavos airmail stamp of

Peru. It portrays Rear Admiral Manuel 
Villar of the Peruvian Navy, togged out 
in standup collar and epauletted great- 
coat, flanked on each side by naval flags, 
that on the right being his own. 


On February 7, 1866, this flag was 
flown in the naval battle at Abtao when 
the Spanish Ultramar fleet and the Pe- 
ruvians engaged in a duel. The inscrip- 
tion says “in defense of America” which 
is only too true. In brief in 1864 a 
Spanish fleet had seized the valuable 
Peruvian Chincha Islands and it was an- 
nounced these and their guano revenue 
would be Spain’s until reparation was 
made for damages claimed by Spain to 
its subjects. Spanish pride was also 
touched by the “thumb at nose” attitude 
the ragged republic maintained. The 
President capitulated, concluding that in 
any war, Peru was bound to be defeated. 
His countrymen, however, largely dis- 
agreed and in 1865 he was overthrown 
by Revolution. 


Chile, Ecuador, and Bolivia formed an 
alliance in January, 1866, with Peru and 
declared war on Spain—for all were very 
much in the same boat regarding the 
matter of reparations and all had im- 
patient creditors. On May 2, 1866, the 
Spanish fleet under command of Admir- 
al Castro M. Nunez, advanced to attempt 
to capture the port of Callao, Peru’s 
greatest and port of entry to Lima, the 
capital, seven miles away. The 5 soles 
stamp of the Callao Centenary series 
shows a scene in Fort Maipu in Callao 
harbor as the Peruvian forces replied to 
the Spanish bombardment. In the upper 
corners are portraits of the two naval 
commanders, Spanish and Peruvian. Pe- 
ruvian Admiral Jose Galvez led his forces 
well, for the fleet was decisively defeated. 
The battered frigates withdrew to the 
Chinchas. So chagrined was Nunez by 
his defeat by what he considered insig- 
nificant forces, that he committeed sui- 
cide. On May 19, his junior officer de- 
cided that to risk further battle with the 
coalition of naval forces, puny as they 
were, was risky and the fleet sailed away 
—the last naval force of a European 
power to attempt to annex land in the 
Americas. 


May 2nd is an important anniversary 
in Peru and a tall monument commemo- 
rating the battle is depicted on the 2c 
unemployed postal tax stamp issued in 
1933 and used for several years.

Not ALWAYS 

We have been making this error and 
so have a lot of other well known mugs 
in assuming that as soon as a local type 
precancel appears from a town in a 
certain value that that value was entirely 
out of stock. Where we “errored” was 
that we did not take into consideration 
that many large cities have several 
branches and while an item may be out 
of stock at the main office it still might 
be in stock at some of the branches. 
For instance the %c buro B70 is and 
has been out of stock at the main office 
in Columbus for quite some time but at 
least one of the branches had a supply 
as late as three weeks ago. And so it 
goes. The same thing happens in other 
places I am sure. We can be sure of 
one thing though that a city type value 
from a place that has been using bureaus 
is at least a danger signal and gives you 
warning to get your supply in a hurry, 
if you want a supply. 


NEw YorK 222 


Although New York 222 (1%4c Pres. 
coil) is known to be out but is ex- 
tremely scarce there is no reason to 
believe that the item will not be com- 
mon in the near future. So Hoover 
Bros. have advised me to advise you 
readers to go easy on this item and not 
to pay any fancy prices just yet for it. 


Have You SEEN? 


Although my collection is not one of 
the “Ranking Collections” it is a pretty 
good barometer of what is out of the 
ordinary and what is not. This I have 
verified when checking with other col- 
lections. In many cases where I lacked 
an item or two, the same thing was lack- 
ing in my fellow collector’s book. Al- 
tho there will be exceptions as some 
certain items might be common in one 
section, because of the mailing rates and 
scarce in another for the same reason.

"C. E. F."' Issues Obsolete 
A recently concluded agreement be- 
tween Great Britain and Japan included 
provision for withdrawal, since accom- 
plished, of all British Indian forces in 








North China. These were the troops 
which used the stamps of India over- 
printed “C. E. F.” which use began in 
1900 with overprinting of the then cur- 
rent Queen Victoria head series. Stamp 
Collecting states that as a result of 
withdrawal of troops, these issues are 
obsolete. The last printing was made 
in 1921 when George V design stamps 
were so overprinted, but there is some 
doubt that these stamps have been used 
in recent years. They were sold at army 
post offices only.

Inventors’ Corner 





Norbert Loshe of Carthagena, Ohio, 
submits his invention for gauging the 
perforation quickly of stamps he is sort- 
ing in mixtures. On a piece of cellophane 
he pastes face down one side of a stamp 
of which the perforation is known; one 
of these pieces for each perforation 
gauge used on U. §S., then on the back 
of the part-stamps he writes the gauge 
of the perforations on the edge of each 
stamp portion. The cellophane sheet is 
simply laid over the stamps being gauged 
to match the perforations.

“Is my lc Franklin stamp the rare 
one?” The usual answer (in fact the 
only answer we’ve given so far to this 
The publicity given 
the fact that certain lc stamps of the 
Franklin design first adopted in 1923 
are very valuable, has started an ex- 
tensive search for these. The rarest 
of the rarities is perforated 11 and un- 
fortunately there is another 1c Franklin 
which is also perforated 11 and very 
common, millions having been used, 
The collector trying to find the rarity 
must have the patience of the proverbial 
seeker of a needle in a hay stack. The 
common Ic is the flat plate printing 
issued in 1923 and used for years. The 
rarities are the 1c rotary press printing 
also believed issued in 1923 or 1924 and 
perforated 11. A practiced eye can tell 
the rotaries easily at a glance by the 
appearance of the stamps; the flat plates 
being a dark green of sharply defined 
design, while the rotaries are of a gray 


/ or bluish green and much coarser in 


appearance. Once this difference is 
learned, it is easy to discard the common 
flat plate stamps from your search. But 
the gray green rotaries may be found 
in four perforations or their combina- 
tions, seven varieties in all. These are 
the common 11x10% sheet stamps, the 
Not quite so common perf. 10 all around 
sheet stamps, sidewise and endwise coils 
perf. 10 on two sides, the perforated 
11x10 sheet stamps, and the two great 
farities perforated 11 all around. A 
little practice enables any collector to be 
able to tell the 10 perforation without 
stopping to measure it, so these can 
be also quickly discarded. The 11x10s 
Present a little difficulty in positively 
identifying by perforations alone, as 
Sauges vary and the common 11x10%4 





might be mistaken. Positive test for 
these is that the design of the 11x10s 
is wider than the 11x10% and should 
be the same width as the sidewise coil 
stamp. Width referred to is width of 
the design; not the width of the paper 
on which stamp is printed. 

Now the test for the rarities: If you 
find the lc is perforated 11 all around, 
then measure it to see if it is taller or 
wider than the flat plate stamp. No. 
594, the first of the two great rarities 
is from unfinished sheets of sidewise 
coil stamps. Sidewise coil stamps are 
wider than the flat plates because they 
are printed on rotary presses which must 
use plates that have been curved, the 
stamp design being stretched slightly 
by the curving of the plate. The sec- 
ond, and not yet catalogued perf. 11 
rarity is from unfinished sheets of the 
normal rotary press sheet stamp which 
were perforated 11. These can be told 
by their being taller than the lc flat 
plate, and should be the same size as 
the Ic perf. 11x10% or 10 all around 
stamps. 

The collector unfamiliar with the rea- 
sons for the differences of perforations, 
etc., and embarking on a search for 
these rarities should read carefully the 
catalogue foreword descriptions of terms 
used. A little training in differentiating 
between rotary press and flat press 
printed stamps is absolutely necessary. 
Collectors are warned that either of the 
two great rarities can be faked well 
enough to pass casual inspection, by 
trimming abnormally large-margined 
common stamps and reperforating with 
the 11 perforation. 

The reason for these rarities coming 
into existence might also be mentioned. 
No. 594 was caused by the Bureau of 





Engraving & Printing attempting to sal- 
vage a large quantity of waste sheets of 
sidewise coil stamps. These were in 
sheets of 170 not yet cut into coils and 
were run through the only perforating 
machines equipped to handle separate 
sheets—the 11 gauge machines for the 
flat plate stamps. The perforations on 
rotary press stamps are applied while 
the continual roll of paper is passing 
through the machine and these machines 
can’t handle in a practical manner sep- 
arate sheets of stamps. The flat plate 
stamps are printed one sheet at a time 
and perforated just that way in a sep- 
arate operation, consequently those 
perforating machines were utilized in 
this “economy wave” at the Bureau. 
The manner of production of No. 595 is 
not yet definite. These were normal 
rotary press sheets and should have gone 
through that perforator. The only ex- 
planation might be that a quantity were 
cut into sheets which had accidentally 
escaped the perforator and these were 
run through the 11 flat plate machine. 
No records have been found that such 
was done, so their origin is somewhat 
of a mystery, though the perforations 
are proclaimed genuine 11. Possibility 
of find of a large block will solve this. 


A reader asks how he might readily 
remove early English stamps in quanti- 
ties from paper as the thick and water- 
resisting gum makes a satisfactory job 
difficult. Our experience has been limit- 
ed to small quantities of these stamps 
and we understand a little vinegar helps 
if added to the water. Has anyone a 
good formula for use with these stamps? 


® The South African post offices of 
Durban and Fordsburg ran short of 
Postage Due stamps in 1922 for a few 
days and used 14d Cigarette Tax stamps 
as substitute. 
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At the luncheon opening the Graphic 
Arts Exposition at New York City, A. 
E. Giegengack, Public Printer of the 
U. S. was presented with the first sheet 
of Printing Press stamps (perforated we 
assume (!) as it was a pane of 50) 
mounted with appropriate inscription 
and framed. Postmaster Goldman of 
New York City presented the sheet. Mr. 
Giegengack is not exactly a novice in 
stamp printing, for he is superintendent 
of the Government Printing Office (no 
relation to the Bureau of Engraving & 
Printing) where postal cards are printed. 





Wyoming will have a stamp to com- 
memorate its 50th anniversary of state- 
hood, Senator O’Mahoney has advised 
Norman D. King of Cheyenne. All un- 
official so far. Such an issue was pre- 
dicted here months ago you may recall. 
Idaho also will have a similar anniver- 
sary at the same time, so possibly it’ll be 
another of those joint affairs resembling 
a wash line? 





The sale of the Max G. Johl collec- 
tion of 20th Century U. S. on Dec. 15 
and 16 undoubtedly attracted consider- 





able attention in New York City, where 
the auction was held under the direction 
of Geo. B. Sloane. The lots offered 
included hundreds of rare items of which 
but three to ten copies exist, also many 
believed to be unique. While a good 
many were regular varieties, most of 
the stellar lots were errors or essays, 
proofs and drawings and the prices these 
bring will have an important bearing on 
future quotations of similar material. 





Outstanding items of the Johl collec- 
tion include: die proofs of all the issues 
up to the end of the World War; origi- 
nal drawings and proofs from incom- 
plete dies of the 1909 commemoratives, 
some values of 1912-19 issues and Pil- 
grims; an Orangeburg coil on cover; 
first day covers of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase; proofs of the 12c essay of 1909; 
the correspondence concerning use of 
the Saint-Gaudens head of Lincoln on 
the 2c 1909; the experimental labels 
used in coil experiments; numerous per- 
foration errors of the 1914-23 issues; 
the extremely rare perforation varieties 
discovered the past few years; and auto- 
graphed pieces. Possibly the rarest item 
from the viewpoint of a collector inter- 





ested in varieties that were regularly 
issued is the lc 1923 design perforated 
11 which is from rotary press waste 
sheets which were perforated 11. This 
particular copy (one of two copies be- 
lieved known) is precancelled, with what 
the Bureau Precancel collectors classify 
as type B-5, “Kansas City, Mo.” It 
can be readily identified by the fact that 
the design is taller than the flat plate 
lc Franklin, but is no wider, i.e. same 
size as the perf. 10 and 11x10% sheet 
stamps. 





A story that is at once humorous and 
sounding very much like the truth and 
certain to be enjoyed by any collector 
who has hoped to find an error at a post 
office, was printed in the Buffalo Eve- 
ning News of Nov. 17. By G. C. Wald- 
ron, it relates the visit of a collector to 
a small town named “Winterville” to 
obtain covers postmarked on the first 
day of winter; of finding the postmaster 
with some imperf errors and that sus- 
picious rustic foiling what he thought 
was a tricky postal inspector in disguise 
as a stamp collector, by getting the 
shoe maker to perforate the sheets on 
his stitcher! Which reminds us of the 
suspicious Ohio postmaster who thought 
collecting plate numbers was illegal and 
carefully removed all such from stamps 
before selling them.
